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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mont Vernon: 


I herewith present my fourth annual report, the 
twenty-fourth in the series. I propose to present 
three topics, besides the usual statistical tables 
which follow. | 


Schools Must Go On 


During such difficult times, it is with some hesi- 
tation that we attempt to interpret the schools to 
the public. 'The demands are so heavy in this and 
that respect that one hardly knows which to put 
into effect and which to eliminate for so many ap- 
pear to be worthy. I notice other people of experi- 
ence find themselves in a similar predicament. 
Therefore, it seems to me that we should have a 
great deal of sympathy for the young people who 
experience difficulty in adjusting themselves to the 
war conditions. a 

The growth of children cannot be stopped un- 
til this struggle is over. Their growth is continuous 
and schools must go on with their development. 
British leaders have learned that the war only in- 
tensifies the need for good schools. The future 
strength and leadership of America is now in school. 

I trust each and everyone is following the evolu- 
tion of the school from peace-time to war-time prep- 
aration. Accelerated programs in higher institu- 
tions cause changes in our high schools and grades. 
Scrap collections, sale of war stamps, participation 
in various drives, rationing programs affect the 
school’s former program. Through it all, I find a 
wondeful spirit of loyalty and a desire to do one’s 
part. 
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. Personnel 

I could devote my compete discourse to this 
subject. As suggested before, these are no ordinary 
times and the need for competent teachers was 
never greater. Teachers are entitled to a wage con- 
sistent with their importance and comparable to 
that received in other walks of life. There is enough 
unrest in the world and there will be enough after 
the war without having a group of dissatisfied and 
underpaid people in charge of our schools and chil- 
dren: We shall need those who can hold their heads 
up and be proud of the treatment given them by 
their communities. Appreciation may even be a 
partial substitute for monetary consideration. 


We have had plenty of difficulties with the re- 
tention or recruiting of a teaching staff. I urge you 
to be just as generous in the matter of teachers’ sal- 
aries as you can. I well remember my statement of 
last year regarding adequate salaries. No sooner 
had I made that statement than was it out-of-date. 
Conditions in the teacher market grew steadily 
worse and we were confronted with serious prob- . 
lems. We have been fortunate to make the changes 
as effective as they have been. 


As you may know, Mrs. Sally Trufant of Man- 
chester was employed to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Miss Lanigan. She had had two 
or three years of experience and was leaving her 
position because of consolidation. But, alas, soon 
after the start of the year, she felt she must com- 
plete her duties and was consequently released. 
Mrs. Marjorie Odell of Milford, a former teacher 
in the northern part of the state, was chosen as her 
successor and continues to this date. Progress is be- 
ing made and the school functions with a minimum 
of interruption. I trust we may be able to continue 
through the remainder of the year. 
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I express my appreciation for the faithful work 
of the teachers, for the considerate attention the 
School Board has given to the work, and for the 
support of the entire citizenry.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. Harold C. Bowley, Superintendent of 
Schools: 
In response to your request, I submit a report of 
the school nursing work done in Mont Vernon the 
past year. 


The annual physical examinations of the pupils 
were completed in September. It is extremely inter- 
esting to note that, while nearly fifty per cent of the 
school population showed dental defects, it is a 
slightly smaller number this year than last year. 
This is encouraging, for in the early years do we 
find the age group in which we hope to make 
prompt and complete corrections, and through pre- 
ventive dentistry we hope, finally, to have no de- 
fects. The dental health of an individual during his 
whole lifetime is forecast during the early years of 
his life by the condition and care of his teeth. The 
dental examinations in the present induction pro- 
gram show too clearly the poor care, including nu- 
tritional care, the teeth of our young people have 
received. We must make changes for the better for 
the next generation. 


In closing may I extend my sincere thanks to ev-
